CLAIMS 



What isxiaimed is: 

A voice messaging system, comprising: 
a\:ontroller; 

a voice message memory; and 
a deteted voice message memory; 

wherein a voice message is initially stored in said voice 
message memory, and upon deletion of said voice message from said 
voice message memory, said voice message is stored in said deleted 
voice message memory. 



compnsing: 



a telephone line interface over which said voice message is 
initially received by said voice messaging system.

3. The voice messaging system according to claim 1, 



said voice message stored in said deleted voice message 
memory is retrievable for playback by a user. 



4.\ The voice messaging system according to claim 1,

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5. The voice messaging system according to claim 4,

22\ Apparatus for retrieving a deleted voice message from a 
voice messaging system, comprising:
